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A ROUNDABOUT built as part of 
a multi-million pound housing 
development in Ely has been in 
place for more than a year - but 
is still yet to be opened. 

Now furious residents are de¬ 
manding answers over the future of 
the Queen Adelaide roundabout. 

Property developer Barratt Northampton 
built it at the end of the King’s Avenue estate. 
But it is yet to open and nearby residents are 
now using it as a mini car park. 

The company has refused to comment on 
why the roundabout is still closed. 

The Weekly News has been bombarded 
with complaints from residents 

Steven Niesen, of Lumley Close, said: “The 
fact this new roundabout has been complet¬ 
ed for over a year now and is still not open is 
insane. 

“I suppose the reasoning will be that it 
won’t be opened until the nearby housing 
construction is completed but that is just 
absurd. 

“Ely traffic is busy enough. There’s no 
point forcing people who don’t need to drive 
through the city centre to do so when the 
roundabout was built to alleviate that very 
congestion. 

“I think it is a huge waste to have built it 
only so that people can use it for parking 
space.

Man’s body 
is found in 
public toilet 

AN inquest has been 
opened after a man was 
found dead in Ely. 

The body of Justin 
Baker, 36, was discovered 
in public toilets at The 
Gallery in Ely Cathedral. 

Mr Baker, of Steward 
Close, Stuntney, was 
found at around 7.30am 
on Sunday, February 7. 

Police are not treating 
his death as suspicious. 

An inquest into Mr 
Baker’s death was opened 
and adjourned by Will¬ 
iam Morris, coroner for 
north and east Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, last Thurs¬ 
day. 

A police spokesman 
said: “Police were called 
to the scene just after 
7.30am. 

“A man had been found 
dead in public toilets. 

“His death is not being 
treated as suspicious 
hence it has been passed 
on to the coroners.” 


Soldier had halted convoy 
minutes before fatal blast 
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AN “instinctive” Army 
corporal had halted his 
convoy as a precaution 
minutes before a roadside 
bomb ripped apart his 
vehicle in Afghanistan, an 
inquest heard. 

Corporal Lee Scott, 26, of the 
2nd Royal Tank Regiment was 
killed in central Helmand Prov¬ 
ince on July 10 last year while 
leading a supply convoy 

He radioed to say there was a 
“funny smell in the air” just 
north of Nad-e Ali and stopped 
to check the surrounding area, 
but found nothing. 

Just 150 yards after the con¬ 
voy pulled off again a “massive 
explosion” from an improvised 
explosive device (IED) ripped 
Corporal Scott’s Viking arm¬ 
oured vehicle in half. 

He was found around 40 
metres away but died, despite 
the best efforts of colleagues to 
save him. 

Sitting at King’s Lynn County 
Court on Monday, Greater Nor¬ 
folk Coroner William Armstrong

ruled Corporal Scott was unlaw¬ 
fully killed while on active 
service. 

Corporal Scott was born and 
grew up in Ely and attended the 
City of Ely Community College, 
before moving to King’s Lynn, 
where he lived with his wife 
Nikki and two young children, 
Kai and Brooke. 

As reported in the Weekly 
News, his wife paid tribute to 
her husband, saying he was “the 
most loving, kindest, thoughtful 
person you could ever meet”. 

Nikki added: “I am so proud 
to be his wife. As well as the 
Army, his family were his life.” 

The inquest recorded a ver¬ 
dict of death by drowning ass¬ 
ociated with blast injuries 
caused by an explosion. 

A pathologist said the soldier, 
who was one of the Army’s 
youngest tank commanders, 
would have been unconscious 
from the moment of the exp¬ 
losion.

The inquest heard from Cap¬ 
tain Terry Newton, who said the 
convoy set off just after first light 
on to deliver supplies to the 
town of Chare-e-Anjir and 
checkpoints along the way. 

A team searched the area 
using metal detectors for 20 
minutes but decided the area 
was safe after a civilian people- 
carrier travelled along the route 
without any problem. 

But as the convoy moved on, 


there was a huge blast and a 
giant cloud of dust blocked the 
view ahead. 

Captain Newton said: “Lee 
didn’t point out anything 
specifically. He didn’t like what 
he saw, but couldn’t put his 
finger on it. 

“It literally seemed like sec¬ 
onds, then there was a massive 
explosion. It was exceptionally 
loud and a lot of dust and debris 
was in the air.” 

Captain Newton told the 
inquest that Corporal Scott 
joined his troop in 2007 and 
was a “high-flier” and highly 
respected by the men. 

He said: “He was an instinct¬ 
ive soldier and one of the best I 
have had the privilege of 
commanding.” 

Describing Corporal Scott as 
an “outstanding person”, Mr 
Armstrong said: “This inquest 
should remind all of us that the 
freedom and security we all 
enjoy is ultimately dependent 
on the courage of people like 
Lee who are prepared to make 
the ultimate sacrifice.” 
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Letters call ter council 
to protect Roswell Pits

PLANS to create disabled-friendly 
facilities at a much-loved beauty 
spot in Ely have been opposed by 
residents. 

More than 170 letters have been sent to 
East Cambridgeshire District Council 
(ECDC) rejecting plans to build disabled 
leisure facilities at Roswell Pits. 

The council’s planning committee was 
set to make a decision on the scheme 
within the next few weeks. 

But as a result of residents’ concerns, 
the proposals have been put on hold, the 
Weekly News can confirm. 

ECDC planners are now demanding an 
“environmental statement” from the 
applicants before any decision is made. 

They will also have to carry out an 
Environmental Impact Assessment (EIA) 
to show exactly how the plans could affect 
the pits as a natural habitat. 

The decision comes just weeks after it 
was reported that one of Britain’s rarest 
birds, the bittern, had been spotted on the 
pits. 

It was previously rumoured that the 
booming bittern inhabited the reed beds 
there and photographs were taken to 
prove the case. 

The pits were also given Site of Special 
Scientific Interest (SSSI) status last year to 
protect hundreds of other important 
species of wildlife. 

The Local Campaigners for the Prot¬ 
ection of Rural Ely was just one of those to 
write a letter opposing the proposals. 

Andrew Balmford, the group’s chair¬ 
man, said: “Like the bitterns that have 
been seen frequently at the pit recently, 
the public has signalled very clearly how 
much they value this area as it is. 

“People’s response to the application to 
develop the main pit at Roswell has been 
absolutely amazing, with over 170 letters 
now posted on the ECDC website. 

“Almost everybody has said that they 
want this area to be left for quiet enjoy¬ 
ment, and for wildlife.” 

The applicants, Mr K. Slater and Jeremy 
Tyrrell, owner of the pits and Jalsea 
Marine Services, want to build disabled 
leisure facilities at the pits, including 
fishing stages, disabled toilets, access for 
emergency vehicles and parking areas. 

However, they will have to produce an 
environmental statement before the plans 
are consulted on further. 

A spokesman for ECDC, said: “As this 
planning application involves EIA 
development, we require an environ¬ 
mental statement from the developer 
before the planning application can move 
forward.”

The news comes after bosses at Anglian 
Water raised concerns about the application 
last week. They had written to East 
Cambridgeshire District Council (ECDC), 
which is currently dealing with the proposal, 
highlighting concerns about sections of the 
land, which they said the water company 
owned. 

Anglian Water insisted it should have been 
contacted about the plans and said all 
parties concerned with the application failed 
to do so. 

A spokesman for Sainsbury’s this week 
said: “There is a technical issue that has now 
been rectified and this will not delay the 
determination of our application. 

“We have been in negotiations with 
Anglian Water about the land purchase since 
last year.” 

An Anglian Water spokeswoman added: 
“Our discussions with Sainsbury’s are 
ongoing.” 

Planning chiefs at ECDC are expected to 
make a decision on the supermarket plans in 
the spring. 

If given the go-ahead, the development 
could create more than 300 jobs. 

The multi-million-pound scheme in¬ 
cludes a new customer restaurant, 470- 
space car park to serve the city centre and 
supermarket shoppers and new cycle bays. 

Other facilities would include a shuttle 
bus service to and from Ely’s city centre, 
improved pedestrian links, new traffic lights 
and improved junctions close to the site, 
improved street lighting and a new 
community recycling centre.

“It would reduce the 
amount of traffic driv¬ 


ing through the city for 
sure and also be of huge 
benefit to people like 
myself living in Little- 
port and its surround¬ 
ing villages. 

“Everyone I speak to 
is fed up with its closure 
and I think it is about 
time we got some an¬ 
swers.” 

Another resident, Bill

Jobs set to go, market traders under threat and waste collections 


‘Cuts will protect 
our core services’ 


As the countdown begins to East Cambridgeshire District Council’s full 
meeting which will decide on £1.6 million in budget savings, JORDAN DAY 
takes a look at why the cuts are needed and what services are most likely 
to be affected. 


The council’s main proposed cuts 

Staff savings: 


Cutting £750,000 from staff budget. All 220 staff 
are currently in the middle of a six-week consultation 
period to have their say about redundancies. 
Everyone from the council’s chief executive to street 
sweeping teams could be affected. The council has 
also saved £156,500 by freezing staff salaries. 
However, it has not yet been announced how many 
jobs are set to go. 

Markets: 

The council hopes to save £3,300 by introducing 
a ‘no market stall’ policy for traders and a further 
£28,000 in staff costs, with traders putting up their 
stalls instead of council workmen. However, traders 
are in uproar and more than 5,870 people have 
signed the Save Ely Market petition in just three 
weeks. They have said they cannot afford the cost of 
buying their own stalls and many fear they will have 
to quit the market if the cuts are made. 

Historic buildings: 

The authority hopes to save £50,000 by ending its 
Historic Building Grants programme. Fears are now 
being raised for the future of the district’s old 
buildings and characteristic landmarks. 

Planning application charges: 

The council is looking to charge for pre-application 
discussions on planning applications, which it says 
could bring in £10,000 each year. The current duty 
planning officer service, which provides verbal 
advice, will continue free of charge. 


CCTV: 

The council is proposing to save £35,000 through 
a reduction in fibre-optic transmission costs and 
monitoring costs. It is also considering asking the 
police for a financial contribution. 

Community infrastructure: 

The authority hopes to save £20,000 by 
reassessing its grant scheme for community 
infrastructure, which targets villages without Section 
106 contributions with populations greater than 800. 
Fears have been raised about how badly 
infrastructure in smaller villages could suffer. 

The Maltings: 

The council wants to bring in £9,000 by increasing 
the management contract income. 

Plastic recycling collection: 

The council is proposing to get rid of the kerbside 
scheme in a bid to save £129,000. However, 
concerns have been raised about the future of 
recycling levels across the district. 

Training: 

The council hopes to slash a further £12,000 by 
reducing its overall provision of staff training. 

ADeC: 

The region’s arts provider has been saved from 
closure but it is still proposed to strip £25,000 from 
its annual budget. 
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IN LESS than a week’s 
time, all the decisions 
will have been made. 

Bosses at cash-strapped 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council will have agreed all of 
their cost-cutting procedures 
and the budget for 2010/11 
will have been finalised. 

And with the authority 
needing to save £1.6 million 
in cash over the next 12 
months, the outcome of the 
full council meeting on 
Tuesday is set to hit some 
residents and organisations 
hard. 

Council leader Fred Brown 
has said his authority has 
“never faced a more difficult 
financial situation”. 

As reported in the Weekly 
News, all 220 employees at 
the Ely-based authority are 
currently waiting to hear 
whether they face redund¬ 
ancy in the coming months. 

In an attempt to balance 
the budget for 2010/11, the 
council needs to make more 
than £750,000 in staff savings 
alone and a six-week consult¬ 
ation period is ongoing, 
involving everyone at the 
authority - from the chief 
executive to the street sweep¬ 
ing crews. 

Cllr Brown said: “We don’t 
know how many redund¬ 
ancies are going to be made 
but everyone is in the firing 
line. 

“Nobody wants to have to 
make people redundant and 
affect families’ lives like this, 
but things are the toughest 
they have ever been. 

“Our proposals are painful 
but, unfortunately, necess¬ 
ary” 

To make up the £1.6 million 
deficit, councillors will also be 
considering a council tax hike 
of 2.95 per cent, a saving of 
£25,000 on arts development 
by reducing funding for 
ADeC, withdrawing council- 
owned stalls used by Ely 
market traders and scrapping 
the region’s plastic bottle 
kerbside collection service. 

Dozens of community pro¬ 
jects and charities are set to 
suffer too with grant schemes 
and funding set to be consid¬ 
erably reduced, as well as the 
grants the council gives to 
help protect the region’s 
historic buildings. 

However, angry Liberal 
Democrats have accused the 
authority of already setting 
the decisions in stone 
behind closed doors, without 
any form of public con¬ 
sultation. 

Lib Dem leader Gareth Wil¬ 
son said: “We are seeing time 
and time again the Tories vot¬ 


ing en bloc after decisions 
have already been made in 
secret. 

“These decisions, which 
affect major services across 
the district, are coming into 
the public domain for rubber 
stamping only after decisions 
have already been made. 

“The Tories are not listen¬ 
ing. They make up their 
minds and everyone else is 
expected to fall into line.” 

However, Cllr Brown said: 
“We have carried out a root 
and branch review of all the 
services which the council 
provides to find the savings to 
balance our budget. 

“Make no mistake, none of 
the proposals being put for¬ 
ward has not been scrutin¬ 
ised or argued over. 

“In some cases, suggestions 
which would have had a uni¬ 
versal impact on residents or 
our area, such as ending the 
distribution of free black bin 


bags, were rejected. 

“Some very difficult dec¬ 
isions have had to be taken 
and all of these measures are 
designed to protect our core 
services. 

“By tackling the problems 


now we hope to set the 
district on a firm financial 
footing, ready for the growth 
which will inevitably return to 
East Cambridgeshire.” 

Tuesday’s meeting starts at 
6.30pm.

Future of city markets 
‘hangs in the balance’ 


Charity fears cuts will 
hit dial-a-ride service 


A CHARITY which provides “a 
lifeline” for elderly and vulnerable 
people fears it may be the next 
service to be given the chop. 

Volunteers and users of the Ely 
and Soham Dial-a-Ride are worr¬ 
ied they will be one of the first 
organisations to fall victim to East 
Cambridgeshire District Council’s 
(ECDC) spending cutbacks. 

Dial-a-Ride, whose motto is 
“Giving our community a lift”, was 
set up in 2003 to overcome trans¬ 
port problems for people who are 
isolated due to their disability, 
frailty or where they live. 

The charity provides affordable 
door-to-door minibus services, 
allowing people of all ages to 
access local amenities such as 
supermarkets and post offices, 
without them having to wait for a 
bus or pay for a taxi. 

Local social groups and organ¬ 
isations are also able to hire the 
minibuses and the charity even 
treats its users to excursions such 
as pub lunches and trips to the 
coast. 

Everything is made possible by 
fundraising and money from local 
councils, including county, dist¬ 
rict, town and parish authorities. 

But people using the minibuses 
fear the service will be scrapped as 
the authorities tighten their belts. 

fudith Grundy, from Isleham, 


regularly travels to Ely and Soham 
on the minibus and said she 
would be lost without the service. 

Mrs Grundy, 73, said: “Dial-a- 
Ride picks us up from our door 
and gets people like myself out 
and about. 

“In rural areas such as where I 
live the public transport is not 
good and I cannot afford taxis 
everywhere. Dial-a-Ride is literally 
a lifeline for the elderly and 
disabled people. 

“A lot of us are worried about 
what may happen and I dread to 
think what the consequences 
would be if it was to be taken away 
from us.” 

Robert Scripps, one of 11 of the 
charity’s minibus drivers, said: 
“People couldn’t live without us. 

“We get them out of the house 
and doing everyday things like 
shopping, which so many people 
take for granted. If Dial-a-Ride 
was to be axed the consequences 
would be catastrophic." 

But ECDC, which provides the 
majority of the charity’s funding, 
said it was not looking at altering 
the support it provides Dial-a- 
Ride “at present”. However, a 
spokesman added “difficult 
decisions” were inevitable.

MARKET stallholders 
who could be forced to 
give up their trade as a 
result of East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council’s 
(ECDC) savage cost¬ 
cutting measures have 
spoken exclusively to the 
Weekly News. 

For years, the council 
has provided stalls and 
workers have erected 
them for traders before 
each market day. But 
those arrangements will 
end in April in a bid to 
save £31,000 in maint¬ 
enance and staffing 
costs. 

Traders are pleading 
with the authority to con¬ 
sider making savings 
elsewhere, despite Fred 
Brown, leader of ECDC, 
insisting it is too late for 
them to have their say. 

They believe looking at 
other ways to save cash 
would not only stop them 
going under, but also pre¬ 
vent Ely’s thriving mark¬ 
ets from “dying out”. 

Free range egg seller 
Sue Eddy, who has been 
trading on Ely’s farmers’ 
market since it started 
around 20 years ago, said: 
“This is really serious for 
us traders. 

“It really, really matt¬ 
ers.” 

Mrs Eddy, 60, sells her 
Hushwing free range eggs 
on the market every 
fortnight. 

Her family have bet¬ 
ween 650 and 900 chick¬ 
ens on their farm, provid¬ 
ing eggs for businesses in 


the city, including Pea¬ 
cocks tea rooms and The 
King’s Arms pub. 

But their main outlet 
for sales is the markets, 
with hundreds of cus¬ 
tomers visiting the stall 
when they are there. 

Mrs Eddy added: “We 
have been worrying ever 
since the council ann¬ 
ounced the cuts to the 
markets. 

“As a precaution, we 
have not renewed one of 
our flocks, just in case we 
are forced to give up and 
reduce the flocks further.” 

The traders’ cry for 
help comes after more 
than 5,870 people signed 
up to the Support Ely 
Market campaign in the 
last few weeks. 

Haddenham resident 
lane Howell launched the 
campaign to try and pre¬ 
vent the markets from 
falling victim to the bud¬ 
get cuts. 

MP for South East 


Cambridgeshire fim 
Paice is also backing the 
protest, insisting the 
authority is making the 
wrong decision. 

But while the authority 
is not set to make a final 
decision on the cuts until 
its full council meeting 
on Tuesday, Cllr Brown 
has told the Weekly News: 
“It’s a done deal.” 

In a bid to strip £31,000 
from this year’s budget, 
the cash-strapped auth¬ 
ority has told stallholders 
they will have to purch¬ 
ase their own stalls. 

Traders, regardless of 
their age or fitness, will 
also have to set up stalls 
themselves. 

But stallholders insist 
the changes could dest¬ 
roy Ely’s markets forever. 

Fred Thurling, 73, has 
been selling antiques and 
collectables on Ely’s col¬ 
lectables market since it 
first started but could 
also be forced to call it a 


day if the cuts are given 
the green light. 

He gets his stock from 
house clearances and 
auctions, and never 
knows what might turn 
up from week to week. 

Neither do his custom¬ 
ers, who come every 
week in search of a barg¬ 
ain. 

Mr Thurling said: “I do 
it because I enjoy it, but 
mainly because I need 
the money to top up my 
pension. 

“I would have no 
choice but to give up if 
they don’t provide the 
stall.” 

Another trader, Helen 
Roberts, 50, could be 
forced to call it a day too 
and has been unwell 
since hearing the news 
about the proposed cuts. 

Mrs Roberts, who runs 
an aromatherapy stall 
selling natural skin and 
body products, is curr¬ 
ently trying to work out a 
way to keep her business 
going. 

Mrs Howell, who laun¬ 
ched the campaign, said: 
“The majority of the 
traders really are in a 
desperate position now, 
hence the huge amount 
of signatures tide petition 
has received. 

“The council should be 
ashamed of itself for 
ignoring this and pushing 
ahead with the proposals. 

“The future of Ely’s 
markets is truly hanging 
in the balance now”

Last chance to 
have your say 

Sir, All credit to the people of Ely 
who have signed up in their 
thousands (5,000-plus, we hear as 
of Sunday) to defend their city 
markets from short-sighted and 
ignorant cuts, imposed by our East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
without due consultation with all 
the parties who should be involved. 
What a contrast with the reluctant 
so-called “consultation” conducted 
on the draft Masterplan for Ely, 
which involved fewer than 500 
people in the end. Those who 
looked into it at all found it was a 
plan for growth with no alternatives 
and, having been through all that 
trauma for the last 15 years, they 
rightly shunned the plans for more 
large estates, high street name 
shops and what would be struggling 
traffic with a shrug and comments 
such as “they'll do it anyway”, and 
“why should we bother?” 

Well, councillors Brown and 
Moakes, who have led the “go for 
growth” plan, they didn’t bother, 
but you and your council officers 
have been able to tick your boxes 
with those who watch over these 
things to see if you behave. 

In January, they produced a report 
on the consultation results, which 
finished in November last year. I 
wonder how many of the very few 
people who gave their views have 
actually seen it? 

It is 118 pages long, none of them 
numbered for easy cross-reference 
or discussion, but I read it carefully 
and numbered my own copy, which 
I had asked for. The very worrying 
thing is that it should have been a 
vital part of the conclusion of the 
consultation. 

My reading of it does not discover 
any enthusiasm for growth, but 
much concern to preserve the 
distinctiveness of Ely, which could 
be destroyed if it grows much more. 
The report has no opening or 
concluding chapter by anyone 
responsible on the council to say if 
they learned anything helpful from 
the trouble their citizens took. One 
thing they do seem to have 
abandoned is a proposal for a 
multi-storey car park, “sensitively 
designed” (can you imagine?) in the 
centre of Ely. 

Now, having duly consulted us, the 
majority group on the city council 
plan to vote it through in full 
council on next Tuesday at 6.30pm. 
We could all go, if we wanted and 
cared about it enough. It is our 
democratic right to be there and to 
ask the chairman a question in the 
15 minutes allowed to the public at 
the beginning, if you hand in your 
question in writing as you arrive. 

But you had better give them notice 
that you intend to be there, on 
(01353) 665555, or the room they 
meet in will not be big enough. 

One councillor actually told me 
months ago that they prefer it that 
way, not too many members of an 
enquiring public present. 

If we do not take this opportunity to 
show we care as much about our 
city as we do about our markets, we 
shall have deserved all that could be 
coming to us in the next 15 -25 
years.

Also, when there are two 
businesses on the perimeter of the 
car park which have recycling 
containers for any kind of paper 
and cardboard, why is it that the 
district council’s paper bank only 
takes newspapers and magazines?

CONTROVERSIAL plans to create a 
centre for people with learning diffi¬ 
culties and mental illnesses in Ely 
could soon be taking a step forward. 

As reported in the Weekly News, Cambridge¬ 
shire County Council is planning to sell off the 
Croylands building on Cambridge Road. 

The authority said it would then use the in¬ 
come from the sale of the centre, which supp¬ 
orts people with mental health issues, to 
merge it with the city’s Larkfield Centre. 

The centre, which currently cares for people 
with learning disabilities, would then be 
adapted to make way for a mental health 
organisation. 

But the proposals ground to a halt due to a 
lack of funds. 

Now, the county council is looking to move 
the scheme forward again, the Weekly News 
can confirm. 

A spokesman for the authority said: “The 
county council will be bringing together all the 
parties involved in this project at the outset to 
ascertain their ongoing commitment. 

“We want to determine how, in the current 
economic climate, the scheme can be taken 
forward and investigate the potential altern¬ 
ative funding options which could be 
available.”

“SELFISH” commuters are 
being banned from clogg¬ 
ing up a business park in 
Ely.

A MAJOR electricals chain is pulling 
out of Ely. 

Shoppers have expressed their sadness 
after hearing about the closure of Currys on 
the High Street, which will shut its doors on 
March 6, the Weekly News can confirm. 

The popular store is being closed as part 
of the company’s “ongoing review” of its 
high street portfolio. 

Karen Bridges, of Ely’s Alexander Chase, 
was upset by the news. The mother-of-two 
said: “I think it’s a great shame. 

“Ely’s Currys store is always busy and I buy 
lots of things from here. 

“I definitely didn’t think it would close 
down but obviously I was wrong.” 

Another disgruntled customer, Wayne 
Buttercup, 49, from Wilburton, said: “I’m 
surprised it’s closing, I must admit. 

“I’m always in here buying stuff and it’s 
always fairly busy. 

“There will be quite a few people put out 
by its closure and it just means another shop 
is going to be empty in Ely.” 

A member of staff at the store, who did not 
want to be named, said: “The company is 
actively trying to find us roles we can move 
into when the store closes but there are only 
so many of those available. 

“There will certainly be some of us left 
without a job and it’s just a matter of waiting 
to see what happens.” 

Currys is the latest shop to close in the city, 
with dozens of premises currently standing 
empty, including the old Ocean Cargo shop 
in The Cloisters and The Beauty Room in 
Market Street. 

A spokesman for Currys said the decision 
to close its Ely store was “regrettable”. 

She added: “The store in Ely will be closing 
at the beginning of March. 

“We have been working with the team to 
help them find alternative employment, 
preferably within our organisation.”

Man is fined 
over danger 
red light run

A MAN who ran a red light at a 
level crossing as the barrier went 
down risked the lives of a train¬ 
load of people, a magistrate said. 

Charles Shaw, 40, of High Street, Sutton, 
pleaded guilty at Cambridge Magistrates’ 
Court to failing to comply with a flashing 
red signal at the Foxton railway level 
crossing. He was fined £600 and had three 
points put on his licence. 

The court heard Shaw was driving home 
from his job as a data manager in Hodd- 
esdon, Hertfordshire, at 7.30pm on August 
13 when the warning signal came on. 

Dr Stephen Halliday, chairman of the 
bench, said Shaw was lucky to be alive and 
it was the first time such a case had come 
before him in 13 years as a magistrate. 

“We get very few of these cases,” he 
noted. 

“Usually when someone runs a red light 
at a train crossing they are in no condition 
to come to court afterwards. 

“This was a serious offence which could 
have resulted in the death of not only 
yourself but also lots of people on the 
train,” Dr Halliday told the defendant. 

Prosecuting, Paul Brown told the court 
that the red signal can be seen from at least 
500 yards away. With the use of CCTV 
footage, the court was shown how there 
was no-one behind Shaw’s silver Volks-

wagen Golf to prevent him from braking 
sharply. 

“This is a crime of a serious nature, far 
more dangerous then running an ordinary 
red light,” said Mr Brown. 

The court heard, in his defence, that 
there were a number of extenuating 
circumstances for why Shaw should not be 
banned from driving. His wife was 
pregnant and had been made redundant, 
leaving him as the sole breadwinner. 

In mitigation, the court was told that 
three cars had gone through ahead of Shaw 
and his solicitor said he had had a “split 
second change of heart when he was about 
to stop”. 

Shaw was also ordered to pay costs of 
£50.

(50p) for the top-of-the-range 
Raleigh after buying it from a 
local department store in 
1953. 

He has ridden the bike 
every day since, either 
commuting to work or 
heading to the shops near his 
home in Haddenham. 

The three-speed cycle, 
which was green but was 
resprayed red in 1985, still 
has its original steel frame, 
wheels, seat, gear and brake 
cables, and mudguards. 

And the grandfather-of- 
four still rides it half a mile 
twice a day to his current job 
as caretaker at Robert 
Arkenstall School. 

He bought the bike after 
discovering his love for 
cycling while working as a 


grocery delivery boy after 
leaving school at 15. 

Mr Hook, who lives with his 
wife, former dinner lady Ruby, 
68, said the bike was an 
example of British 
craftsmanship at its best. 

He said: “I used to go past 
the bike in the store window 
and for a long time I could 
only dream of buying it and I 
would stare at it for hours. 

“When I left school and 
found a job I went straight 
down to the store and bought 
the bike with an agreement to 
pay for it in monthly 
instalments. 

“I remember thinking it was 
an absolute beauty and I have 
used it nearly every day since 
and it has never let me down 
once. 

“When I was younger I also 
used it to travel around the 
village, picking up friends and 
visiting some of my pals. I 
must have looked very 
dashing. 

“I replaced a blown tyre on 
it just last week and it cost me 
more to replace it than I 


originally paid for the bike 
almost 60 years ago!” 

Mr Hook bought the bike 
from JW Angwood, in St Ives, 
and the only part he has had 
to replace through age are the 
lights, after the originals 
corroded a few years ago. 

Mr Hook had only ever 
crashed the bike once after he 
tried to wipe some mud from 
the forks as he was riding it 
and fell over the handlebars. 

The bike suffered a broken 
fork following the high-speed 
crash. Mr Hook broke his 
collar bone and had to be 
taken to hospital.

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Have say on 
waste plans 


RESIDENTS are being urged to 
have their say on the future of 
waste management and mineral 
extraction in Cambridgeshire. 

Cambridgeshire County Council has 
launched a six-week public consultation 
to enable the public to help shape the 
future of the services. 

In East Cambridgeshire, consultations 
will be held at The Glebe, Sutton, today 
from 4-8pm and Arkenstall Village Centre, 
Haddenham, on March 4 from 4-8pm. 

Planners have been drafting the Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and Peterborough Minerals 
and Waste Plan to help meet the chall¬ 
enges of climate change and the impact 
of thousands of new homes due to be 
built in the region over the next 15 years. 

The plan proposes the location of 
future waste management facilities and 
mineral extraction sites up until 2026. 

It has a number of key principles, in¬ 
cluding making minerals available for the 
construction of new housing and infra¬ 
structure, including the A14 upgrade, and 
encouraging recycling through conven¬ 
iently located, modern, enclosed recycl¬ 
ing centres. 

A key issue being addressed is the 
impact of heavy vehicles transporting 
minerals and waste around the county’s 
roads. 

The plan proposes a number of app-

roaches including identifying sources of 
construction materials close to major 
infrastructure schemes, routing agree¬ 
ments with hauliers to minimise traffic 
through local villages, and ensuring that 
lorries carrying materials to sites, tran¬ 
sport waste from those sites at the same 
time. 

Cllr Roy Pegram, the county council’s 
lead member for growth, infrastructure 
and strategic planning, said: “This plan is 
key to helping us meet the challenges of 
climate change and housing growth, by 
providing state-of-the-art recycling 
facilities, and safeguarding the materials 
we need to deliver growth. 

“We need local communities to play 
their part by joining us at one of the 
many events we are running across 
Cambridgeshire, or by logging on to the 
council website to share their views.” 

The plan, along with a summary of the 
responses to this consultation, will go to 
an independent planning inspector, who 
will carry out a series of public examin¬ 
ations starting in the autumn, before it is 
finally completed in 2012.

“We hope that if Subway is seeking to 
come here that planners see sense and 
realise that it could have a negative effect on 
all of the city’s individual eateries.” 

Subway confirmed to the Weekly News 
that it is “actively seeking a site in Ely”. 

A spokesman for the company said: 
“Whilst we actively seek a site in this city, at 
this time we do not have any imminent 
opening in the pipeline.” 

Elaine Griffin-Singh, chairman of the Ely 
Traders’ Association, said: “Ely certainly does 
have its fair share of eateries but at the end of 
the day, competition is healthy. 

“I think it would be good if Subway came 
to Ely as it would be another big name that 
the city would boast. 

“I suppose we will just have to wait and 
see if they submit plans in the future.”

AN art exhibition is being 
launched to help people 
engage with the region’s 
travelling community.

Matt Murdoch, Ely station man¬ 
ager, said: “This project has open¬ 
ed up invaluable dialogue with

travellers and provided us with an 
insight into how we can change 
our own culture and become more 
accessible to the diverse commun¬ 
ities we serve. 

“Both Emily’s report and her 
artwork paint a picture of a comm¬ 
unity of travellers who are aware of 
their vulnerability to fire and are 
open to receiving help and advice 
from the fire service. 

“The project has identified a 
variety of ways we can improve 
traveller engagement, including 
targeting safety messages towards 
the specific risks facing travellers, 
such as the use of gas cylinders, 
and toning down uniforms worn 
by firefighters delivering safety 
checks in traveller communities. 

“In the long term, we will be 
able to use the new links we have 
created to further improve the

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Brother and sister in gang 
attack at party spared jail 


A BROTHER and sister who 
took part in a vicious gang 
attack on a young partygoer 
have been spared prison. 

Thomas and Jodie Cavey joined a 
group of revellers at a party at the 
derelict Soham bypass motel who were 
attacking Benjamin Neil, 21, Cam¬ 
bridge Crown Court was told. 

The court was told the sustained 
assault left Mr Neil with cuts to his left 
eyebrow and cheek after he was kicked 
repeatedly on the ground by up to six 
people. 

He was also pelted with bottles 
throughout the attack at the party 
organised by the old owners of the 
former Soham Lodge Hotel on June 19 
last year.

Only Jodie, of High Street, Ashley, 
near Newmarket, confessed to kicking 
Mr Neil while he was on the floor.

He was also given an 18- 
month supervision order, in which he 
will undergo a six-month alcohol 
rehab course and a four-month night 
time curfew. 

The 17-year-old, from Fordham, was 
ordered to complete 100 hours of 
community service as part of a 12- 
month supervision order.

‘Look out for falling tiles’ 


SHOPPERS are being warn- 
ed to be on their guard 
when entering The Cloist¬ 
ers in Ely. 

Roof tiles above the main ent¬ 
rance to the city’s popular shopp¬ 
ing area have been falling down 
into the path of pedestrians. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC) has now put 
mesh up to stop any tiles from 
tumbling down. 

However, local disabled rights 
campaigner Arthur Cutter, 68, 
said it was an “accident waiting to 
happen”. 

Mr Cutter, who runs a stall on

the city’s Thursday market, said: 
“I saw the council putting the 
wire up but I can’t see that mak¬ 
ing much difference if a large 
amount of tiles come falling 
down. 

“I just hope no more do come 
down as it could be an accident 
waiting to happen. 

“All you need is a tile to hit a 
child on the head and the injuries 
could be serious. 

“I will certainly be looking 
above me while walking by there 


until the coast is clear.” 

The entrance is located on 
Market Place, with the tiles falling 
from the roof above the Card 
Factory store. 

Green mesh and metal bars 
have been erected on the gutt¬ 
ering in a bid to stop more tiles 
from falling. 

However, another concerned 
pensioner, who did not want to 
be named, said: “Someone I know 
actually saw a few of the tiles fall 
down right onto the pavement. 

“I hope the council realises just 
how serious it could be if more 
come down. 

“It could have been my little 


grandson walking right under the 
area at the time and that just 
doesn’t bear thinking about.” 

However, ECDC insists the area 
is now safe. 

A council spokesman said: “We 
became aware of a small number 
of tiles which had come off the 
building in Market Place on 
Wednesday night. 

“We took immediate action to 
install safety measures to make 
sure the roof was made safe and 
there was no danger to passing 
members of the public. 

“We are now investigating the 
state of the roof ahead of further 
repairs being made.”

Chamber calls for 
rethink on Nl hike 


THREE quarters of small 
and medium businesses say 
the recession is not over for 
their company. 

That’s according to a monthly 
survey of chamber members across 
the UK. 

Now Ely Chamber of Commerce 
is renewing calls for the Govern¬ 
ment to reconsider alternatives to 
the planned 1 per cent increase in 
National Insurance (NI) contribut¬ 
ions from April 2011. 

A third of SME (small and med¬ 
ium enterprises) surveyed believe 
that a VAT increase would be the 
least damaging to their business 
when compared to increases in NI 
contributions, corporation tax, fuel 
duty and capital gains tax. 

When asked how they would 
absorb the cost of the planned NI 
rise, more than 22 per cent of small 
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businesses said they would have to 
limit staffing levels, something 
which the chamber claims will do 
little to help get the labour market 
moving again. 

fohn Bridge OBE, chief executive 
of Ely’s chamber, said: “What the 
Government desperately needs to 
recognise is that they need to offer 
incentives to businesses, not inflict 
more costs. 

“In particular, the cost of emp¬ 
loying people must be reduced if 
future governments are serious 
about giving businesses the free¬ 
dom to create jobs and drive our 
economic recovery. 

“The message from small busi¬ 
ness here is clear - that an increase 
in employers’ NI contributions 


would inhibit their ability to gen¬ 
erate economic growth. 

“Official figures may say we’re 
out of the recession but for many 
the reality is very different.” 

The survey also revealed that just 
under 25 per cent of small busi¬ 
nesses believe reducing the 
regulatory burden should be made 
the number one priority of a new 
government. 

This follows last month’s warn¬ 
ings by the chamber that the 
region’s businesses will be hit with 
a bill of more than £2.6 billion if the 
Government goes ahead with plans 
to introduce multiple new emp¬ 
loyment regulations and increased 
taxes directly related to employ¬ 
ment that have been planned 
between April 2010 to April 2014, 
with eight major changes ear¬ 
marked for 2011 alone. 


Colleges offer advice on finances 


FOR some college stud¬ 
ents, it’s not their studies 
that cause them a head¬ 
ache, but their finances. 

As part of our Barclays 
Money Skills campaign to 
help readers make the 
most of their money, we 
found out how students 
can get help and advice. 

Further education coll¬ 
eges employ staff to pro¬ 
vide advice to students 
on their grants and 
entitlements, such as the 
educational maintenance 
allowance (EMA). 

The EMA, worth £30 a 
week and based on att¬ 
endance, is for 16 to 18- 


V 



year-olds who come from 
a household whose in¬ 
come was less than 
£30,810 in the previous 
tax year. 

There is an adult ver¬ 
sion for students aged 19 
and over and that is dep¬ 
endent on their income. 
They receive £30 a week if 
their income was less 
than £19,500 in the pre¬ 
vious tax year. 


Yvonne Boyce, the fin¬ 
ancial support manager 
at Cambridge Regional 
College, said: “Anybody 
who might find it difficult 
to get to college because 
of financial reasons is our 
customer. 

“We have 1,300 stud¬ 
ents who get the EMA. 
Attendance is strictly 
monitored and there are 
two £100 bonuses - one 
when they come back 
after Christmas and one 
in luly when they have 
finished their course.” 

Some students can also 
qualify for money award¬ 
ed under the Govern¬ 


ment’s Discretionary 
Learner Support Fund, 
administered by the 
Learning and Skills 
Council. It provides supp¬ 
ort in exceptional cases 
for learners aged 16 and 
over. Each college dist¬ 
ributes money on the 
basis of individual stud¬ 
ents’ needs. 

All colleges should be 
able to offer advice on 
students’ entitlements. In 
some cases tuition fees 
can be waived to help 
students pursue a course 
that they might otherwise 
not have embarked 
upon.

Shingai’s rainbows leading the 
way to recovery - and stardom 


Shingai Shoniwa of The Noisettes tells JENNIFER SHELTON about a year of triumph and 
heartache - and the road ahead. 


I T’S 8.30am in LA when I call 
Shingai Shoniwa, singer, bassist 
and glamorously alternative 
frontwoman of pop trio the Noisettes. 

Despite the early hour, and some kind of 
crisis in the bathroom which I can hear 
unfolding in the background (“Things are... 
falling!” she explains after breaking off from 
our conversation for a full five minutes to 
attend to it), the 28-year-old is geared up and 
eager to chat about her upcoming UK tour. 

“Oh my God, Cambridge is a wicked place 
to play,” she enthuses, now settled at the 
phone. “I loved it the last time we played. 

Every time we’ve played at Cambridge it’s 
been amazing. It’s a really rich, musical town.” 

Shingai is currently in the US promoting the 
band’s latest album, Wild Young Hearts, which 
was released in the UK last spring and hit the 
States in the autumn. 

“I’ve been doing a lot of promo out here - 
the campaign is still in its adolescence and 
there’s some exciting stuff happening. We’ve 
got Estelle and Wale doing a remix of Don’t 
Upset the Rhythm, where they both do a rap 
on it, and it’s doing quite well on the radio.” 

Many would agree the band is doing rather 
better than “quite well”. Over the past year, the 
funky trio have exploded onto the music 
scene, with hits such as Don’t Upset the 
Rhythm (Go Baby Go) and Never Forget You 
marking them out as something that bit 
different from the usual manufactured pop acts 
of today. The Noisettes are pop with an edge - 
their 1960s-inspired sound carrying punchy 
punk overtones, brought together by Shingai’s 
astonishing voice, which has been compared 
to the likes of Dusty Springfield and Billie 
Holiday. 


Yet for the band it’s been a long journey to 
the top. They formed in 2003 when Shingai 
and guitarist Dan Smith, whom she knew from 
drama school, hooked up with drummer 
Jamie Morrison. Playing in London pubs and 
clubs, they built up a following. 

“For me, it feels like it’s been quite an 
organic process,” says Shingai. “It’s not like 
we came out of nowhere from some kind of X 
Factor egg or something like that. 

“Our first album, although it wasn’t that 
commercially successful, did really well in 
terms of introducing people to a pop sound 
that can bring lots of people together from lots 
of different areas of 
music. 

“I feel like I’m still 
climbing, to be quite 
honest. It’s been 
fantastic to see the 
audiences grow. It’s hard to 
enjoy those things if you 
haven’t played at the pubs and 
the unis and the working men’s clubs 
and the weddings... All the different live 
experiences I’ve had make me appreciate it 
more.” 

After years spent just outside the spotlight, 
Shingai and the band were delighted when one 
of their songs was picked by Mazda for a 
large-scale advertising campaign early in 
2009. The ad, which featured a shiny lime- 
green Mazda 2 skimming playfully across a 
kaleidoscopic floor to the beats of Don’t Upset 
The Rhythm, was broadcast around the world, 
introducing the then little-known trio to a mass 


commercial audience. 

The single, from the band’s second album, 
Wild Young Things, reached the number 2 spot 
in the UK singles charts. Sell-out tours, a set at 
Glastonbury and collaborations with some of 
the 


biggest names in music followed. 

Yet Shingai had her own personal battles to 
fight as the success of The Noisettes grew. 

The band finally on the ascent, while recording 
their second album, Shingai received a call to 
say her mother had developed breast cancer. 

“It was very, very scary,” she admits. “I 
wanted the music to be part of her repair, like: 
‘OK, we can do this, we can fight this’. 

“She went into her first stage of remission a 
few months ago, so that’s fantastic. She’s 
getting better and the music’s going to carry 
on painting the sky like a rainbow, you know?” 
Shingai’s family has been a huge part of her 
musical education and 
supported her fully on 
her rise to stardom. 

“My mum’s always 
had really brilliant, cool 
music taste. She used to 
put on nights with my uncle 
and promote bands from 
around the world, particularly South 
East Africa, at the Africa Centre in London. 

“If I got back from school there could be 
anything on from Nina Simone, Grace 
Jones, Bob Marley, David Bowie... she was 
always into pop music that pushed the 
envelope a little bit - or a lot, actually. It felt 
really exciting at the time. I’ve never doubted 
the power of music to bring people together, 
and I’m really glad to be part of the 
renaissance of that.” 

Growing up in such a musical environment, 
Shingai began singing early and had soon 
caught a taste for performing. Today, The 


Noisettes’ live shows feature an explosive mix 
of music and drama. 

“I feel quite at home on stage, and I like to 
make people feel part of the stage. I never 
want to take a performance experience for 
granted.” 

Shingai trained with a London youth theatre 
and is also a proficient gymnast. She even 
dabbled in circus skills as a teenager. So, can 
we expect any glamorous stunts from 
Shingai’s visit to Cambridge? 

“Well... I’ll have to say watch this space 
really! I’m definitely adding a new level to the 
performance experience every time.” 

Shingai has toured and performed with 
some of the industry’s biggest names - from 
Muse to Dizzee Rascal, all of whom she feels 
put an emphasis on performance. 

Despite being surrounded by other talented 
musicians, Shingai is determined to keep true 
to her own style. 

“I find it weird when people deliberately hunt 
for and pick up on things that other people are 
doing. I think there’s one thing to being 
inspired and there’s another thing to taking 
elements of what someone else does. 

“I think what makes pop music more 
interesting is that people like me and Paloma 
and Adele are all really different from each 
other. But one thing me and P have in 
common is that we really relish and will go the 
length regarding performance. I think 
performance is often lost so I respect anyone 
who’s making that important.”

YOU wait years for an all-action 
adventure inspired by Greek 
mythology, and then two come 
along. 

Next month promises the remake 
of the 1981 sword and sandals 
epic Clash Of The Titans, replacing 
Ray Harryhausen’s beloved stop- 
motion animated monsters with a 
miasma of digitally rendered 
beasties. 

Here, Percy Jackson & The 
Lightning Thief juxtaposes the very 
same battle of the Gods on Mount 
Olympus, and the exploits of a 
teenage boy destined for 
greatness, based on the first of five 
books by Rick Riordan. 

Chris Columbus, who directed the 
first two Harry Potter films, is a 
safe pair of hands behind the 
camera of this big budget 
extravaganza, seamlessly melding 



live action and CGI. 

The similarities with JK Rowling’s 
boy wizard are evident: a 
tormented hero oblivious to his 
noble bloodline; a brainy female 
sidekick and a wise-cracking best 
friend who accompany the hero on 
his quest; a Half Blood camp 
where the protagonists hone their 
skills; and benevolent centaurs and 
other magical creatures. 
Screenwriter Craig Titley tries to 
distance the characters from the 
students of Hogwarts by upping 
the ages in the book from 12 to 17, 
thereby introducing some 
additional growing pains. 

Percy Jackson (Lerman) is 
struggling at high school and 
rowing constantly with his mother 
Sally (Keener), who has married a 
loser called Gabe (Pantoliano). 
During a visit to a museum, the 


troubled teenager learns a 
shocking secret - he is the son of 
Poseidon (McKidd), god of the sea, 
and a war is brewing because Zeus 
(Bean) believes - quite wrongly - 
that Percy has stolen his lightning 
bolt. 

Moreover, best friend Grover 
(Jackson) is a weird man-goat 
hybrid: “The politically correct term 
is Satyr,” retorts Grover, charged 
with protecting Percy from evil. 
Spirited away to Camp Half Blood, 
Percy begins his training with 
centaur Chiron (Brosnan) and the 
other demi-god children including 
Annabeth (Daddario), daughter of 
Athena, and Luke (Abel), son of 
Hermes. 

When Hades (Coogan) enslaves 
Percy’s mother and promises her 
safe return in exchange for the 
stolen lightning bolt, the teenager 
embarks on a quest to the 
underworld accompanied by 
Grover and Annabeth, pitting the 
teenagers against fearsome 
adversaries. 

Percy Jackson & The Lightning 
Thief recalls Harry Potter And The 
Philosopher’s Stone, sacrificing in- 
depth characterisation for the sake 
of eye-popping thrills and a brisk 
pace.

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Cutting the confusion over 
colourful climbing clematis 


I love the huge flowers 
of hybrid clematis as 
they climb up trellis 
and fencing, or weave 
their way through less 
interesting shrubs, wrap 
themselves around tree 
trunks and scramble over 
old walls to create a burst 
of colour, often in shadier 
places. 

They make perfect 
companions entwined with 
deliciously scented climbing 
roses covering arches and 
pagodas in the romantic 
garden, or simply climbing up 
unsightly walls or fences. 

In fact, different types of 
clematis can provide you with 
flowers for most of the year. 

Yet, clematis are the climbers 
which cause the most 
confusion when it comes to 
pruning because there are three 
groups of them, and if you 
prune the wrong type at the 
wrong time you’ll ruin your 
chances for blooms this year. 

Group 1 clematis, which 
flower in spring, bloom on

stems which grew the previous 
year and are generally pruned 
after flowering. They are often 
rampant growers with large 
numbers of relatively small 
flowers - C. macropetala and 
C.montana are well-known 
examples. Prune them straight 
after flowering by clipping the 
sideshoots back to a few buds 
of the main framework. 

They should not be pruned in 
the winter, or you’ll cut off all 
the shoots and lose the new 
season’s flowers. 

Now is the time to prune 
summer-flowering clematis, the 
Group 2 types, which bloom on 
stems produced in the current 
season. They are pruned in late 
winter or early spring to remove 


much of last year’s growth. If 
left unchecked they will 
produce flowers, but they will 
tend to be at the end of the 
plant. 

Group 2 clematis include 
many of the large-flowered 
hybrids, including the most 
famous pink striped variety 
‘Nelly Moser and the rich 
purple ‘The President’. 

The aim with pruning Group 
2 clematis is to retain a 
framework of old wood, and 
also to stimulate new shoots to 
maximise flowering throughout 
the season. 

Unless the plant already has 
three or four healthy stems 
growing from the base, all 
newly-planted clematis should 
be pruned back hard the first 
spring after planting. Cut back 
to just above a strong pair of 
leaf buds about 30cm above soil 
level. This will encourage 
multiple stems which can be 
trained into supports to give a 
good coverage. 

With established plants, 
remove dead or weak stems 
before growth begins, check 
individual stems from the top 


down until you reach a pair of 
healthy buds, and prune just 
above them, removing the 
spindly or damaged growth 
above. The ones that flower first 
in early summer, and again in 
late summer, need a tidy-up 
rather than a heavy prune. 

Those which must be pruned 
now are those which don’t start 
flowering until June, and keep 
going until the autumn, as they 
make vigorous growth and only 
flower on the very ends of the 
shoots. 

They can be cut back to a pair 
of fresh green buds about 30cm 
in early spring, and then new 
growth tied into the supports. 

Some mid to late summer 
flowering clematis can be 
treated as either Group 2 or 
Group 3, as desired, including 
‘Comtesse de Bouchaud’, ‘Gipsy 
Queen’ and ‘Hagley Hybrid’. 

Group 3 are late summer and 
autumn-flowering clematis 
including viticella and texensis 
and some large-flowered types 
including ‘Niobe’ and ‘Perle 
d’Azure’. They flower on both 
last year’s and the current 
season’s growth. In the first

year, prune them back in 
late winter or early 
spring to the lowest pair 
of healthy-looking buds 
you can find, which will 
be about 30-90cm above 
the ground. This may 
mean cutting off green, 
healthy shoots, but the 
plant will reshoot from 
the base and be better 
for it. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Iris reticulata 
This dainty little 
rockery iris may not last 
for long, but its rich 


10cm flowers in shades 
of blue or maroon are a 
welcome respite from an 
often colourless scene at 
this time of year. 

The flowers appear 
weeks ahead of the 
grassy leaves, and bulbs 
should be planted in 
autumn in a sunny, well- 
drained spot, ideally a 
rockery or scree bed. 

Good hybrids include 
I. ‘Harmony’, which is 
rich blue, I. ‘Katharine 
Hodgkin’, which is pale 
blue veined, and I. ‘J.S. 
Dijt’, which is purple.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
IJ available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Q Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


I Q Send off change of address cards. 

■ Q Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move.

WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night! 


ON MOVING DAY: 


Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes. 

□ Pack items for washing/toiletries. 

□ Take down curtains. 

Q Take up rugs, carpets, floor coverings, as required. 

□ Dismantle any light fittings etc., not included in the sale. 

Q Turn off electric appliances. 

Q Disconnect cooker. 

□ Turn off boiler/central heating. 

Q Turn off water. 

Read gas meter. 

□ Read electricity meter. 

Secure all windows. 

□ Lock all doors. 

□ Leave key as arranged with new owners. 

□ On arrival at your new home, unpack slowly and 
methodically so that you can check for loss or damage.

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The Juke: Going for a song

NISSAN is set to cash in on 
the growing clamour for 
small crossovers when it 
launches the stunning 
new fuke in October. 

The firm’s Qashqai 
crossover is a runaway 
bestseller, but the more 
modestly proportioned five- 
door Juke could exceed all 
sales expectations by 
muscling in on the trend for 
downsizing into more 
economical, planet-friendly 
motors. 


That is fantastic news for 
Britain - like the mid-sized 
Qashqai, it will be built at 
Nissan’s Sunderland plant in 
the North East. 

The Juke’s coupe-cum- 
sports utility vehicle (SUV) 
looks were created at the 
firm’s design centre in 
London, before going over to 
Japan for final fine-tuning, 
plus full engineering input. 

Nissan hasn’t yet released 
full Juke pricing or technical 
details, but expect to pay 


around £13,000 for the starter 
model. That figure will also 
help the Juke see off a few 
Audi A1 supermini buyers, 
which will also cost from 
£13,000 upwards when it 
launches here at around the 
same time as the Juke. 

It will get three engines at 
the outset, a 1.5-litre diesel, 
and two 1.6-litre petrols, one 
of them turbocharged. Most 
models will be two-wheel 
drive, with the flagship 
automatic version of the 
petrol turbo model being 
offered with four-wheel 
ability. 

Nissan also claims that the 
boosted petrol engine 
provides the power and 
responses expected from a 
2.5-litre engine, but with the 
economy of a smaller engine, 
and the Juke’s ’come-buy-me’ 
look is a tale of two halves. 

The small SUV’s bottom 
half is pure off-roader, with 
chunky wheels, wide tyres, 
higher ground clearance, and 
a purposeful stance. 

The top half is clearly 
cultivating the coupe effect, 
thanks to the Juke’s high 
waistline, side glass that slims 
down dramatically towards 
the rear, and a distinctly 
sporty, sloping roofline. 

Door handles at the rear are 


also inset in the upper frame 
to avoid breaking the car’s 
dynamic, flowing lines, and 
the cabin comes with a 
unique console design - it’s 
based on a motorbike’s fuel 
tank! 

Finished in a distinctive 
high gloss, the bike-like 
console also instills a strong 
fun element in the car, while 


the need for practicality hasn’t 
been forgotten. There’s good 
access for cargo through the 
hatchback door, and the 
luggage area has out-of-sight 
storage areas for more 
valuable items. 

Simon Thomas, Nissan’s 
European senior vice 
president for sales, says the 
Juke will join the big Murano 


and Focus-sized Qashqai to 
cement his firm’s position as 
the leading brand in the 
crossover market. 

Juke, incidentally, is a verb 
that means to move in a zig¬ 
zag fashion, but there should 
be be no zig-zagging by this 
Nissan in the sales charts - it’s 
a fair bet that it will simply go 
in a straight line to the top.

Chevrolet Sparks 


CHEVROLET aims to capture a slice of 
the hugely successful mini-car segment 
with its latest launch, the Spark. 

The newcomer has been designed to 
appeal to car buyers in every inhabited 
continent across the globe, from India to 
Africa, Australia to the US. 

But it’s in Europe where Spark will find 
its true identity. The bodyshell is 
exceptionally stiff, with no external panel 
gaps greater than 3mm, and the fit and 
finish of the interior is designed to 
match, if not beat that of cars in a class 
or two above. 

Yet despite the quality, Spark is also 
designed to be edgy, vibrant and fresh, 
as well as to offer exceptional levels of 
space and practicality. 

Two engines are on offer at launch - 


both petrol units with displacements of 
1.0 and 1.2-litres. 

Both units are closely related and use 
a cast iron block and alloy head, with a 
double overhead camshaft and four 
valves per cylinder. They feature multi- 
port fuel injection and are both Euro V 
emissions compliant. 

The two engines use advanced 
features such as port de-activation 
technology to improve exhaust gas 
recirculation, leading to optimal fuel 
efficiency and idle stability, along with a 
timing chain to ensure a lifetime of low 
maintenance and running costs. 

Practicality is a big plus, too. It may 
not be very big on the outside, but the 
Chevrolet Spark’s clever design means 
it is able to make the most out of its 


into supermini life 


available space. 

Front seat passengers enjoy up to 
1067mm of available legroom (893mm 
in the rear), while shoulder space of 
1295mm (1255mm rear) and head- 
room of 101 Omm (947mm) are also 
rated among the very best in the 
segment, proving that even when a car 
is small, it doesn’t need to be cramped. 

With five doors and five available 
seats, the Spark is one of the most 
space-efficient cars in the mini segment. 

Much of the interior space is down to 
the car’s clever design - details such as 
the steering column-mounted 
instrument pod and longer than average 
wheelbase allowed the designers to 
reduce cabin intrusion, allowing for as 
much space between the axles as 


possible. 

On top of this, the cabin was planned 
to accommodate as much supp¬ 
lementary storage space as possible. 

The centre console, for example, 
incorporates a bin for carrying smaller 
items such as a mobile phone, MP3 
player or packet of chewing gum, while 
there’s also a double cup/drinks holder 
ahead of the gearstick. 

All of this in such a compact package: 
at only 3640mm long and 1597mm 
wide, it will easily squeeze into tight city 
spaces, yet thanks to its short 
overhangs and clever cabin design, the 
compact dimensions come without 
compromise. 

The Spark will geta UK launch next 
month. Pricing details to follow soon.

In a unique experiment, its horn 
had the most profound effect on 
people’s heart rate, skin con¬ 
ductance and brain activity - key 
stress indicators. 

The findings of the experiment 
kick off a wider ‘Respect on the 
Road’ campaign that will highlight 
the effect of disrespectful driving 
behaviours and encourage greater 
courtesy on British roads. The 
majority of drivers (79 per cent) 
feel there is a lack of respect on 
the roads today and nearly half 
(48 per cent) view a horn honked 
in anger as the second most 
disrespectful thing another driver 
could do to them. 

Travel writer Charley Boorman 
has been brought on board as the 
campaign’s ambassador and to 
urge people to air their views on 
the state of social behaviour on 


the roads today at 
www.axarespectontheroad.com. 

For the stress experiment, 
neuroscience specialists Mindlab 
connected participants to bio¬ 
metric monitoring equipment and 
recorded signals from their brains 
to show demands made on mem¬ 
ory and to determine the relative 
distraction of horns on the top 20 
best-selling cars. Following close 
behind the Fiat Punto on the 
stressful car horn scale was the 
Vauxhall Astra in second place 
and the Nissan Extra in third. 

Supporting research of 2,000 
UK adults has found that almost 
half (41 per cent) of drivers feel 
stressed when others use their 
horn and a further 54 per cent 
think people use their car horns 
inappropriately. The majority (59 
per cent) think this is because 


other drivers are too impatient and 
nearly half (48 per cent) think it is 
due to a lack of respect. 

Some 43 per cent of drivers say 
they have been a victim of road 
rage - the most common of these 
being a honk of the horn or hand 
gesture - and half of drivers have 
admitted to using their car horn in 
an aggressive manner. 

There is also a lack of know¬ 
ledge about when the car horn 
should be used on British roads. 
More than two thirds (69 per cent) 
of people do not know it is illegal 
to use the horn when the car is 
stationary, and almost a third (31 
per cent) wrongly thought they 
could use their horn in built-up 
areas during certain hours of the 
night. 

Experienced driver Charley 
Boorman, comments: “I’ve driven

on roads all over the world and 
have seen some of the best and 
worst driving you can imagine. 

“In Britain we may be known for 
politeness but one thing that 
drives me mad is inconsiderate 
motorists using their horn when¬ 
ever they feel like it. As the AXA 
campaign is trying to show; the 
horn is there for one reason - 
safety - not to make people’s 
commutes more stressful than 
they need to be.” 

Tina Shortle, marketing director 
at AXA Insurance, commented: 
“We hope this study will highlight 
the stress car horns can bring, 
and make people think twice 
about using their car horn 


aggressively. 

“Pressing horns out of frustrat¬ 
ion is just one of the ways people 
show a lack of respect on the 
road. By highlighting the 
discourteous way in which people 
act when driving, our ongoing 
campaign aims to bring respect 
back onto the roads and improve 
driving experience. 

“We’re asking them to think 
about why they behave that way 
in their car, when they wouldn’t 
act like that on foot.” 

In a bid to encourage respect on 
the road, AXA is asking people to 
make sure they use their car horns 
in the most respectful and law- 
abiding way when on the road.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a j’ob - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

Pistorius 
Is In the 
sights of 
Peacock 


TEENAGE sprinter Jonnie 
Peacock is relishing the 
chance to clash blades with 
Paralympic legend Oscar 
Pistorius. 

The 16-year-old has been 
invited to run the 100m at 
the Paralympic World Cup in 
Manchester in May - and the 
world record-holding South 
African is set to be among 
the opposition. 

It is the latest step in a 
meteoric rise for Peacock, 
one which he hopes will 
climax with a spot alongside 
Pistorius at the Games in 
London 2012 and Rio 2016. 

“It will be awesome, it’s 
going to be quality to run 
against him - I just love 
chasing people,” said 
Peacock, who lost a leg below 
the knee as a result of 
meningitis when he was five. 

“Realistically, I don’t ever 
want to come last, but it’s a 
huge international event, so I 


wouldn’t be surprised if I did. 

“I’m not going there to 
beat anyone, that’s just 
stupid, but I’m going there 
for a personal best and for 
the experience.” 

Peacock’s best time is 
12.84sec, but he said: “It’s not 
quick enough yet. I want to 
break 12sec pretty soon, and 
by August I need to get it 
under 12.2sec, then I should 
go through to the IPC World 
Championships in New 
Zealand in 2011.” 

That would still leave him 
some way behind Pistorius, 
dubbed the Blade Runner, 
whose best is 10.91sec and 
who has taken part in 
able-bodied competition. 

But Peacock said: “I want to 
give him something to worry 
about one day, not in 2012 but 
maybe in 2016. I’m hoping to 
get into London, but 2016 is a 
much more realistic chance of 
doing well.”
